East Alton Renters Told 
to Sign by Sept. 1 or 
Be Evicted From 
Their Houses. 


Tenants of the defense hous- 
ing project at East Alton are 
being asked to sign an oath that 
they are not now affiliated with 
any Communist or Communist 
front organization, the Post-Dis- 
patch was informed today. 

Maintenance men of the Madi- 
son County Housing Authority, 


sign on or before Sept. 1 or be 
evicted. They said a total of 62 
were signed yesterday. There 
are 350 units in the housing de- 
velopment. 
The loyalty pledges are being 
circulated pursuant to a law 
passed by the state legislature 
and signed by Gov. William G. 
Stratton last July 13, Dute F. 
Braner, executive director of the 
Madison County Housing Author- 
ity, explained. | 
The act, an amendment to an 
earlier act respecting housing 
authorities, declares that no 
such organization shall accept 
“any ‘person as a tenant who 
does not take and subscribe the 
oath or affirmation prescribed 
” It further provides that 
any tenant not subscribing on or 
before Sept. 1, 1953, shall be 
evicted, Braner said. 
While officials of the Madison 
County Housing authority said 
they had received no complaints 
relative to the oath as yet, one 
person, who identified himself 
only as a tenant, telephoned a 
protest to a local newspaper. 
“We are all veterans here and 
many of us have fought against 
Communism,” he said. “It’s not 
that I don’t want to pledge my 
loyalty to the United States, but 
I consider it an insult to be 
asked to siggy. 
“I helped defend my country 
a few years ago, and now they 
want me to sign an oath saying: 
I will not try to overthrow it. 
I don’t like it.”

The two non-Communist uh- 
ions — the Socialist Workers 
Force (FO) and the Christian 
(Catholic) Workers Federation 
(CFTC)—have ordered members 
in the spose telephone and 
telegraph services to return to 
their jobs but they .apparently 
were not being generally obeyed. 

No letters were being deliv- 
ered and the telephone service 
was still paralyzed. It had been 
expected that the return of the 
two unions would restore near- 
normal service since they con- 
trol the bulk of the postal, tele- 
phone and telegraph workers.

States officer were tortured by 
the Reds in an effort to obtain 
military information about the 
big Pearl Harbor naval base was 
related by one repatriate, Cpl.

Two other Americans said

He said a new cabinet will 
be formally installed when the 
Shah gives his agreement. 

The Shah said in Baghdad his 
first act on returning home 
would be to see that justice is 
done to all traitors. 

The Shah arrived at the Iraqi 
capital yesterday by air from 
Rome and stayed overnight as an 

official guest of King Faisal. 
Faisal gave a dinner last night 
at his official residence. 

Asserting that under the 
Iranian constitution the oe 
crime is armed, resistance to 
the government, the Shah de- 
clared “the crimes of Mossa- 
degh are the most serious a 
person can be responsible for.” 

He said he was not certain 
whether Mossadegh, as a civil- 
ian, would be condemned to 
death but he added a soldier 
convicted of such activities 
would be shot. 

“Mossadegh is an evil man 
who wanted only one thing out 
of life; power at all costs,” the 
Shah continued. To accom- 
lish this end he was ready to 
sacrifice the Iranian people and 
he almost succeeded. Thank 
God my people finally under- 
stood him!” 

The Shah said he planned to 
meet with foreign ambassadors 
to his country—obviously mean- 
ing envoys of Western nations— 
and appoint a new government 
on his return to Tehran. 


The young monarch declared 
he would study the list of pro- 
posed government members to 
be submitted by Gen. Zahedi be- 
fore deciding on the new ap- 
pointments. A reliable Tehran 
source said Zahedi's choice for 
the foreign ministry post would 
be Nasrollah Entezam, former 
president of the United Nations 
General Assembly.

Strengthening of the laws on 
of concealed weapons 
and increasing thé penalty for 
theft of firearms also was recom- 
mended by Settich, who pointed 
out that under the preesnt law 
a person cannot be arrested on 
suspicion of carrying concealed 
weapons, but must be appre- 
hended .for violation of some 
other law. 


Bribery Statutes Considered. 

Senator Albert M. Spradling 
Jr. (Dem.), Cape Girardeau, 
chairman, said the committee 
has been considering expanded 
bribery statutes which would 
make it illegal to demand or 
solicit, pay or receive a bribe. 
Under the present law an ele- 
ment of threat must be shown 
to convict a person of bribery. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Ted Bollinger, who helped 
direct the recent investigation of 
labor racketeering by the feder- 
al grand jury here, was sched- 
uled to be a witness before the 
committee later today. 

The Senate investigators also 
plan to hear behind closed doors 
several witnesses, who have 
complained to the committee 
about certain “sharp practices” 
by union bosses. These hearings 
will be closed for the protection 
of the complainants - 

Spradling disclosed that the 
witnesses to be heard are mem- 
bers of unions. Most of them, 
he said, have complained that 
although they are in good stand- 
ing in their locals, the union 
leaders have kept them from 
working by giving their jobs to 
new members who pay for a 
“work permit.” 


Appeal by Dalton. 

At the opening hearing yes- 
terday, Attorney General John 
M. Dalton told the group that 
Missouri urgently needs new 
laws to promote the vigorous 
prosecution of present day 
forms of racketeering. Present 
laws, he said, are inadequate to 
cope with the situation. 

During the discussion, Dalton 
reported there had been com- 
plaints in Kansas City that un, 
ion leaders had demanded they 
be placed on an employer’s pay- 
roll to “assure labor peace.” 

The Attorney General, who Is 
directing an investigation into 
labor racketeering in the St. 
Louis area under order of Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly, said his in- 
quiry had not progressed to the 
point where he could make a 
full report. But enough has 
been found to show that it is 
doubtful whether existing laws 
are adequate to cover the prac- 
tices reported, he said. 

Dalton déclared that in many 
instances local prosecutors had 
refused to take action in such 
cases because they could not 
find a state law which would 
clearly apply. 

“It is unfortunate,” Senator 
Spradling commented, “that it 
is necessary for a federal judge 
to call a federal grand jury to 
take action against these of- 
fenses in our state when we 
don’t or are unable to prosecute 
the violations.” 

He was referring to the ac- 
tion of Chief United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore in 
ordering the federal grand jury 
investigation of labor racketeer- 
ing here, which resulted in the 
indictment of a number of un- 
ion leaders.

They are not valid for the United States, And 
they must not be permitted to draw this coun- 
try into partnership in the terrible risks whieh 
Chiang is willing to run. 

There are two sound reasons why Chiang feels 
that he cannot wait. One is that he is 67. An- 
other is that his army is growing old as modern 
armies go—its average age now is 28—and 
whereas it was recruited from a country of 463,- 
000,000 people—China—it must depend for re- 
placements on an island of only 9,000,000 people 
Formosa. : 

The United States expects to be around after 
Chiang is gone and after the men who compose 
his present army are too old to fight. It has 
time to play its hand in whatever way appears 
to hold most promise in the long perspective. 

There is still another reason why Chiang is 
encouraged to say, as he said recently: “The 
moment of our counterattack is drawing nearer 
and nearer. Hundreds of millions of our com- 
patriots are suffering from oppression at the 
hands of Russian puppets and are eagerly look- 
ing to us to deliver them at an early date.” 

He can feel, with some justification, that as. 
desperation ripens, opportunity is ripening. 

As he looks to Washington, from which must

That the wheat farmers are asked to 
go to the polls and vote “in their own 
best interests” rather than in the best 
interests of the nation as a whole is 
not entirely the fault of the farmers. 


You could expect about the same re- 
sults in an election if Kansas newspaper 
publishers were asked to vote on 
whether they wanted 80 per cent of 
their present circulation at current 
subscription rates—or their present 
circulation at half-price. 

The publishers would vote in their 
own best interests and choose a slight 
cut in number of subscribers at full 


price, rather than full circulation at 


half-price. 

That Congress has not established a 
parity support program for newspaper 
publishers to vote on probably is a 
mere oversight that will be dorrected 
before many years. And perhaps it 
will be extended to asking wage earn- 
ers to “vote in their best interests” on 
whether they want government sub- 
sidies for the pay check at $200 a 
week, or..$100 a: week; whether they

Still it is encouraging to see little 
Chautauqua county alone in Kansas, 
fail to give wheat quotas a two-thirds 
vote.
